- Rumanian Police Stop 
Peasants Seizing Train

BERLIN—The special correspond- 
ent of the Vossische Zeitung who 
participated in the great Rumanian 
peasant demonstration at Alba Julia 


-Succeeded in reaching Bekes, a small 
, town in Hungar, from where he sent 
his paper a full and uncensored re- 
port of the meeting. According to his 
report the peasants actually made an 
. attempt to -march to Bucharest, 
which, however, is a distance of 
~ about 400 kilometers, where they in- 
tend to demand the resignation of 
the Government. 

Three thousand determined men 
were dispatched as an advance guard 
_in automobiles and motorbuses. 

These have now been pursued by 

cavalry. Three thousand miners took 

possession of a railway train, which, 
however, was stopped by the police 
after having reached Peius. The po- 
lice also prevented a second train 
filled with workmen from leaving 

Alba Julia. The workmen threatened 
- to blow up the station with dyna- 

mite, whereupon the police refrained 

from attack and the workmen are 
now camping in front of the station. 


Dissatisfied With Government 


Those peasants who are trying to 
reach the capital on foot, marched 
as far as Teius and Vincul, and are 
now awaiting the result of the nego- 
tiations of the leaders of the Peasant 
Party, who are trying to persuade 
the Government to send them on in 
trains. More than 100,000 peasants 
from all parts of Rumania arrived in 
Albajulia, the majority on foot, not 
less than than 3000 coming all the 
way from Bessarabia. They expressed 
their dissatisfaction with the Govern- 
ment, freely demanding its immedi- 
ate resignation. At the Peasant Party 
convention several speakers de- 
livered very radical speeches, even 
going so far as threatening a change 
of régime; in other words, the 
restoration of the monarchy. 

Their words were answered by 
shouts, “Let’s ego to Bucharest.” 
Finally the whole meeting swore a 
solemn oath not to cease fighting for 
their ideals, whereupon the leaders 
asked the masses to disperse and re- 
turn home, but they refused, demand- 
ing action. The party leaders asked 
Juliu Maniu, the head of the party, 
to yield to this demand, which he at 
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first refused to do because he did not 
believe in reachiig his goal by rev- 
olutionary means, but finally he de- 
clared that he would not interfere. 
Mr. Maniu indicated that he had not 
expected such an outburst.

NEW. FINANCING 
Ford Hall Losing Denomina- 


tional Support, Wins Way 
by Public Subscription 


The Ford Hall Forum in Boston, 
forerunner of several hundred simi- 
lar institutions of open discussion in 
other cities, will begin its twenty- 
first season on an independent foot- 
ing as a result of the decision of the 
Boston Baptist Social Unton to with- 
draw its support. This decision was 
made unanimously on recommenda- 


tion of an investigating committee 
which reported at the regular May 


meeting of the Social Union. 

Under the arrangements adopted, 
the Forum will continue to have free 
use of Ford Hall until May 1, 1929, 
but will no longer receive the $5000 
grant hitherto made annually for its 
expenses. The recommendations were 
presented by Fred T. Field, chairman 
of the committee, without criticism 
of the Forum but on the premise that 
the Forum has reached a stage 
where it should no longer rest on 
denominational support. 

George W. Coleman, founder and 
chairman of the Forum, announced 
that its activities will continue un- 


der auspices of a committee of Mas- 
sachusetts citizens and the “Ford 
Hall Folks,” as the members of the 
Forum designate themselves. He said 
the Forum already has received sub- 
stantial contributions for its season 
of meetings which will begin in 
October, and he believes citizens of 


Boston will more than make up the 
appropriation the Social Union has 
withdrawn. . 

A statement from his office, in part, 
follows: 

“Mr. Coleman says, on behalf of 
the Ford Hall Folks and himself, 
that they are grateful and always 
shall be to the Boston Baptist So- 
cial Union for its support of the past 
20 years and they hope that no one 
will misunderstand the action of the 
Boston Baptist Social Union, nor 
seize upon this opportunity to dis- 
credit them nor the Baptist denomi- 
nation for this action.”

Major Stuart Plans No Rig 
Innovations in Nation! 
Service

WASHINGTON—No radical inno- 
vations will be made in the policy 
governing the Forest Service by Maj. 
R. Y. Stuart, who, on May 1, suc- 


ceeded Col. William B. Greeley as 
chief guardian of the Nation's for- 
ests. Colonel Greeley resigned to ac- 
cept a position with a commercial 
organization. 

“I shall continue the tradition 
that is handed down to me from my 
prédecessors, Pinchot, Graves and 
Greeley, and shall strive to keep on 
in the course already marked out,” 
Major Stuart said. 

“The record of the Forest Service 
is an open book,” he continued. 
“Its policies, severely tested, have 
proven sound; its personnel] has won 
public confidence. Successive con- 
gresses and administrations have ap- 
proved and strengthened its efforts 
in building the foundations for a na- 
tional forest policy. The public has 
been most generous in its support 
and co-operation. ... 

“There must be a united deter- 
mination throughout the country that 
national] and state forest policies be 
built up which will provide contin- 
uously for the wood needs of the 
‘public, for the control of erosion and 
floods, for a pure and bountiful 
water supply and for recreational 
benefits afforded by properly man- 
aced forest lands. Such policies are 
essential to sustain in a prosperous 
condition the industries, labor and 
communities dependent upon our for- 
est resources.”

NEW YORK—A formal protest 
against the action of the Judiciary 
Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in refusing to arrange a 
hearing on the bill prohibiting 
surgical experiments on living dogs 
in the District of Columbia and the 


insular possessions of the United 
States, was drafted at the Interna- 
tional Conterence for the Investiga- 
tion of Vivisection just held at the 


Delegates representing 101 branch 
societies from New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, Ohio, Washington, 
California, Florida, Maryland, In- 
diana, Massachusetts, the District of 
Columbia and Canada attended. The 
protest drafted by the conference 
represents petitions signed by more 
than 75,000 persons. 

At the luncheon which followed 
the business session Charles Edward 
Russell. member of the legislative 
committee, said he felt the society 
had made distinct advances, al- 
though its bill was temporarily de- 
feated. The fact that the House 
committee denied a hearing, he said, 
was evidence that an open discussion 
of the measure would bring a favor- 
rt. Powerful influences, he 
said, were brought to bear to have 
the measure tabled. 

He said the bill was framed to in- 
clude only the District of Columbia 
and the insular possessions because 
the society felt that if it made only 
a small beginning the way would be 
opened for larger accessions. He said 
the society would not abandon its 
legislative campaign. ©

Convention Votes 


$100,000 for Road 


Delegates From West Leave 
Memphis by New Route to , 
Escape Arkansas Mire

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — Members of 
the Broadway of America Associa- 
tion, promoters of an all-year trans- 
continental highway route from New 
York to San Diego through Memphis 
and El Paso, Tex., closed their first 
national convention here after ap- 
propriating $100,000 for promotion of 
the route during 1928-29. 
Muddy detours and flooded high- 
ways in eastern Arkansas, however, 
prevented the return of the 800 dele- 
gates who came from the West as 
an organized motorcade. The 400 
cars in which they came to Memphis 
over the “Broadway” route, departed 
individually by other highways. 

Opening of the convention was de- 
layed because nearly half of the 
cars in the motorcade from the West 
became mired in Arkansas. Rising 
waters of the Cache River had over- 
flowed the Little Rock-Memphis link 
of the “Broadway” route and ren- 
dered it necessary to detour, em- 
phasizing the urgency of an all- 
paved highway. Most of the cars 
finally straggled into Memphis, 
though a substantial number of dele- 
gates got to the nearest station and 
arrived by train. 

The present route of the proposed 
“Broadway of America,” from Broad- 


way, New York, to Broadway, San 
Diego, will be maintained as it al- 
ready has been outlined, members 
decided here after a contest between 
Tennesseeans as to whether the 
route would go through Nashville 
or Chattanooga. Nashville won

the route from El Paso changed to 
go through Shreveport, La., leaving 
Memphis off the “Broadway.” They 
made promises of a bridge across the 
Mississippi near Vicksburg, if the 
road went that way, but they also 
got little consideration. 

The official rcute as designated by 
the convention runs from San Diego, 
through Yuma, Phoenix, Tucson and 
Douglas, Ariz.; Lordsburg and 
Deming, N. M.; El Paso, Midland, 
Fort Worth, Dallas, Paris and Tex- 
arkana, Tex.; Hot Springs, Little 
Rock, Ark.; Memphis, Brownsville, 
Jackson, Bellevue, Nashville, Mur- 
freesboro, McMinnville, Sparta, 
Crossville, Rockwood, Knoxville, 
Rogersville and _ Bristol, Tenn.; 
Abington, La.: Wytheville, Roanoke, 
Va; Harpers Ferry, W. Va.; Wash- 
ington, D. C.; Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington, Trenton and New 
York. 

Immediate improvement of the 
Arkansas link that caused the 
debacle of last week and delayed the 
caravan has been promised here by 
Arkansas officials, who are to use 
part of a forthcoming $52,000,000 
bond issue for raising of the Mem- 
phis-Little Rock link far above a 
possibility of flood.

Disproving Claims of Wets 

“Truth about alcoholism will hold 
the oncoming generations on the 
side of prohibition,” Dr. Cherrington 
declares, calling attention to the 
9,000,000 children in the United 
States, foreign-born and of foreign- 
born parentage, who are coming 
into citizenship and its responsibil- 
ities, and to the importance of their 
being well informed as to alcohol 
and its effects. 

In accord with the educational 
method of disproving the claims of 
those who favor the repeal of pro- 
hibition laws, a recent circular let- 
ter, published by the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, answers the 
contention of the Association Against 
the Prohibition Amendment that the 
Eighteenth Amendment has reduced 
the Government's revenues. 

Expense Double Revenues 

The W. C. T. U. has compiled 
figures to show that in the height of 
the saloon era, for every dollar re- 
ceived in taxes and licenses from the 
liquor traffic, the people spent $2 on 
unfortunates brought to public insti- 
tutions through drink. According to 
the letter, while the drink traffic 
paid about $350,000,000 in revenue, 
leading economists figure that lost 
motion, waste time and mishaps from 
drink cost the country $5,000,000,000 
yearly. 

Referring to the statement of the 
same association that 65,000 had suc- 
cumbed to alcoholism since prohibi- 
tion, Miss Cora Frances Stoddard, 
executive secretary of the Scientific 
Temperance Federation, gives out, as 
the result of an exhaustive study of 
the subject, the statement that there 
were 16,000 fewer mortalities from 
drink in the first seven yéars of pro- 
hibition than there would have been 
had the average preprohibition rate 
continued.

University of Washington Gives 
_ Public an Idea of Its Activities 


Seniors Even Cheerfully Answered Foolish Questions 
at “Engineering Open House’ and Every- 
one Had a Happy Time 


SEATTLE, Wash. — Even “foolish 
questions” were cheerfully answered 
by earnest seniors, eager to show the 
thousands of laymen attending a re- 
cent two-day “Engineering Open 
House” just what the University of 
Washington is doing with its techni- 
cal knowledge in aiding the indus- 
trial development in the State. 


Originality and spontaneity marked 
the conduct of the “open house,” it 
being staged by the students them- 
selves. Arbitrary little red arrows 
and temporary fences directed vis- 
itors about the campus and through 
the buildings in a_ well-ordered 
Sequence. 

Arrows pointed first to a display of 
chemical “stunts.” Crystals in water- 
glass. explosives in test tubes, water 
“on fire,” and colorful precipitates 
started the visitor off with a smile. 
Following the little red signs, one 
ran the whole gamut of practical 
subjects in the curriculum, repre- 
sented by miniature mills, a model 
oyster farm, even to small mines and 
tiny hydroelectric developments. 

Chemistry was followed by a dem- 
onstration of tbe manufacture cf 
paper, from the raw wood to the fin- 
ished product, all on an experimental 
scale. 

Why Douglas fir, the most prolific 
tree of the State, cannot be utilized 
in the making of paper, thereby sav- 
ing its present enormous waste, was 
the most prominent problem they 
were solving. The theory being that 
it is the presence of resin that pre- 
vents its use, they were extracting 
the resin to find out. They showed 
their visitors the extracted resin in 
glass tubes. One student would do 
the explaining while another would 
conduct the visitors.

C™MEATED at a desk in one corner 
of the ready-to-wear section in 
one of the largest of New York’s 


department stores, one May see 
every day an _ attractive young 
woman, quietly but modishly dressed. 
Every now and then a saleswoman 
approaches her and says, “Mise 
Jewel, I have a customer who can- 
not quite make up her mind what 
she wants and thinks you might be 
of assistance to her.” 

Miss Jewel, who is a professional

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PRESIDENT WINS

, Leaders in Congress Expect 


Early Enactment of Com- 
promise Bill

WASHINGTON—Congress and the 
President have reached an accord 
on the flood control measure, mem- 
bers of the Joint Congressional Con- 
ference Committee announced, and 
the project is slated for rapid con- 
clusion. 

The final compromise resulted 
from a conference between the Presi- 

dent and the Joint Conference Com- 
mittee. Following the meeting, lead- 
ers of the committee declared that 
differences had been adjusted, and 

_ that the way was now clear for im- 
mediate completion of the legislation. 
Both sides gave ground in effecting 
the agreement, although the Presi- 
dent was victor in that his demands 
and views were met in the revision of 
the measure passed by the house. 


Three Changes Suggested 


Three amendments were suggested 
by the President as considered by 
him essential before he could give 
his approval to the other features 
of the measure. As outlined by the 
President they were promptly ac- 
cepted by the conferees and within a 
few hours after the meeting with the 
President were in the changed Dill. 

One of the amendments, regarded 
as of major importance, provides that 
no liability of any kind shall attach 
to the United States for any damage 
caused by flood waters arising in 
connection with flood control work, 
past or present, but that the Federal 
Government shall be held liable for 
loss incurred to the owners of lands 
“which are not now overflowed or 
damaged.” 

The second amendment regarded 
as of vital importance by the Pres- 
iden stipulates that the Federal Gov- 
ernment shall not be required to 
buy the rights of way for rivers or 
channels that are natural flood 
ways. ; 

The third change demanded by the 
President had to do with surveys of 
streams tributary to the Mississippi 
River. As passed by the House, the 
bill provided that reports on such 
surveys should be made to the fed- 
eral control board, to be established 
by the bill. The change suggested 
by the President and «ccepted, pro- 
vides that such reports shall be made 
to the Mississippi River Commission. 


Power Given to Commission 


The purpose of this is to do away 
with the control board, when its 
main function of drafting plans has 
been concluded, and turn the reports 
over to a permanent government 
agency, the Mississippi River Com- 
mission, all with the idea of saving 
expense to the Federal Government. 

As the legislation now reads local 
communities will furnish only the 
rights of way for levees along the 
main river, the Government to pay 
all costs of these levees and one- 
third the cost of whatever levees may 
be erected on tributaries. _

CHICAGO—That time-honored and 
implacable ‘institution, the spring 
house cleaning, has been repudiated 
by the head of one of the Nation's 
great research institutions. 

Dr. Max Mason, retiring president 
of the University of Chicago, de- 
clares that husbands have been right 
all the time in advising their house- 
hold managers to omit the periodic 
upheaval. 

An impartial laboratory investiga- 
tion, insisted this eminent research 
authority in an interview, would un- 
doubtedly sustain the masculine 
viewpoint that it isn’t necessary to 
pull up rugs, take down drapes and 
make the family generally uncom- 
fortable every time six months roll 
off the calendar. In other words, the 
cataclysm is wholly preventable. 

The housewife who has the true 
research attitude to her problems 
should defy the outgrown tradition, 
said Dr. Mason. She should see that 

* modern invention has made it pos- 
sible to clean as you go instead of 
saving up drudgery for a semian- 
nual attack. ‘ 

Moreover, the really efficient house- 
hold executive should carry on a 
little research of her own to dis- 
cover where the dirt gets in and 
stop it at its source. Dr. Mason 
translated the idea into the collegiate 
tongue: “She should study the 
density of dirt transmission where it 
occurs.” 

The university head has a burn- 
ing desire to see the great national 
vocation of housekeeping brought up 
to date. In the classic calm of his 
study, a great chamber within the 
Gothic walls of Harper Memorial 
Library, Dr. Mason started a little re- 
form work with the newspaper 
— who had come to interview 

m 

“Do you still wipe your dishes?” 
he demanded. 

The embarrassed reporter couldn't 
hide the fact that she was guilty. 

“Why do you do it?” he persisted. 
“You say you think boiling water 
will harm your dishes. Do you know 
it will? Dishes aren’t animals; they 
were fired in the process of manu- 
facture. Did you ever actually test 
the effect of boiling water on china?” 

A helpless negative answer fur- 
ther aroused Dr. Mason. 

Dishwashing: ,a daily task of mil- 
lions of women, he expounded, has 
been considered so unimportant that 
it is still done according to tradition 
except in institutions where large 
scale requirements have led to 
adoption of better methods. The re- 
search attitude applied to domestic 

Dishwashing, a daily task of mil- 
hours of labor. 

“We need to apply the research 
attitude to every-day problems,” he 


declared. “The whole question of 
whether life shall be drudgery or an 
exciting adventure depends upon that 
attitude.” 

The interview ended and the re- 
porter turned to go. But as she 
walked toward the oak-paneled door 
an emphatic voice from the Gothic 
study followed her: 

“Don’t dry your dishes with a 
towel!”

SMITH'S FIRST 
SETBACK GIVEN 
BY TEXAS DRYS 


Moody Forces, for Dry 
Plank, Sweep Precinct 
Conventions

HOUSTON, Tex.—lIn the state and 
in the city where the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention ‘of next month will 
be held, Gov. Alfred E. Smith’s can- 
didacy for the Democratic Presiden- 
tial nomination has met its first seri- 
ous setback. Gov. Dan Moody of 
Texas, who has waged an open cam- 
paign against the New York Execu- 
tive, is the rock on which the high 
sailing Smithwet ship came to grief 
in this state in the Presidential pre- 
cinct conventions. 

Of the 253 Texas counties which 
will send delegations to the state 
convention at Beaumont, May 22, a 
large majority will be in fact anti- 
Smith though that fact may be some- 
what disguised by the word “unin- 
structed.” 

Moody Forces Win 


Under the Texas system the pre- 
cinct conventions send delegations 
to the county conventions and the 
county conventions in turn deter- 
mine the delegations to the state con- 
vention. As the result of the pre- 
cinct convention returns the red- 
headed, militant young Governor of 
Texas is being hailed as a leader on 
whom the drys may rally to fight the 
Smithwets. 

In H@rris County, largely com- 
prised of the city of Houston, where 
tne Democratic National Convention 
will be held, the Smith forces were 
outnumbered by more than two to 
one in the precinct convention re- 
sults. The dry Democrats of the 


county, led by the W. C. T. U. and 


Col. Thomas H. Ball, a veteran del- 
egate for Texas at many national 
conventions, broke down the attempt 
of the Smith club to send precinct 
delegations friendly to Governor 
Smith to the Harris County conven- 


tion. 
Smith vs. Moody 


Similar results were reported in 
most of the important counties of the 
State. While Associated Press reports 
on the results of Saturday showed a 
majority of precinct delegates “‘unin- 
structed,” the real issue was Smith 
or Moody, and it was the Moody pro- 
gram which won. 

If a coalition movement should de- 
velop around Governor Moody as a 
nucleus, Southern Democrats may be 
in a position to tell the Democracy 
assembled at Houston that Governor 
Smith not only will not be a party 
asset but that he will be a distinct 
liability because the dry South as 
demonstrated in Texas will not ac- 
cept him. 

It is the belief among anti-Smith 
leaders in Texas that California was 
an anti-climax and that Texas will 
mark the turning of an unusual polit- 
ica] tide,

Federal Government Joins in 
New Undertaking—San 
Diego as Terminus

SAN DIEGO, Calif.—A great net- 
work of national airways which are 
to be equipped with radio telegraph 
and radio telephone stations as well 
as aerial béacons, will soon be estab- 
lished in the United States, accord- 
ing to William G. Fisk, aviation ex- 
pert of the Radio Corporation of 
America. 

This announcement was made here 
upon the arrival of Mr. Fisk in San 
Diego in a plane especially equipped 
with radio phone apparatus after a 
transcontinental trip from New York 
City. 

Mr. Fisk said that San Diego will 
serve ag the western terminus for 
the national network. Within a 
comparatively short time and, as @ 
direct result of considerable experi- 
mentation, the Radio Corporation, in 
co-operation with the Federal Gov- 
ernment will put into effect its plans 
for furnighing the same radio service 
to aircraft throughout the country as 
it does to vessele at sea.” 

Mr. Fisk declared that three stand- 
ard radio sets are now being manu- 
tactured for installation on commer- 
cial planes. The aerial used is 80 
feet long. and is hung from the lower 
part of the fuselage while the plane 
is in flight. It ig released by merely 
pressing a button and is reeled up 
when the plane is about to land.

Is there a thinking man or woman, 
who does not desire this expression | 
of refinement—a  well-modulated 
speaking voice? The natural tones of 
the speaking voice are always beau- 
tiful. The ugly unmusical sounds we 
hear are the result of what ‘he 
human thought has added. 

The quality of a person’s thought 
is expressed in the tone of his voice. 
It is possible for one who has never 
had a single lesson in voice produc- 
‘ion to have a perfect speaking voice. 
But that one will be found to be hon- 
est, gracious and thoughtful of 
others. These qualities of thought 
zive perfect freedom to tone. The, 
‘hroat is open because there is noth- 
ng hidden, nor anything withheld. | 
Take, for instance, the voice of one 
who is held by fear: such a voice will 
aecessarily be unmusical, since. fear 
‘ightens the muscles and closes the 
throat. Then take the voice of one 
who is hiding something. That voice 
will have a thick, covered sound, and 
so on through the different phases of 
hhought.

these wordé by slurring the first 
vowel, and note the unpleasant nega- 
tive sound. Then try saying the 
same words, pronouncing the first 
vowel with a free open throat, and 
hear the difference. 

One of the most unmusical sounds 
one encounters is the grinding sound 
of “r” which is sometimes used by 
people who have lived in the Amer- 
ican middle West. I am often asked 
if this can be overcome. It can be 
overcome easily by using an “ah” 
sound for “r’ wherever we hear the 
grinding. Take the words father 
and mother for example. One who 
wses the grinding “r’” will say 
fath-er-r and moth-er-r. But if he 
will give a little longer sound to the 
vowel “a’ in fa-ther and use the 
“ah” sound for “r” at the end of the 
word, the result will be more mu- 
sical. The same rule applies to the 
word mother. A little longer sound 
given to the vowel “o’ and use the 
“ah” sound for “r,’ the student will 
be surprised at the result. 

One who uses the grinding “r” 
will usually say wat-er-r. The above 
rule also applies here. If he will 
stay longer with the vowel “a’ and 


The word command for instance is 
beautiful word and when cor- 
rectly spoken, makes a _ beautiful 
sound. But if we slur the vowel “o” 
and leave out one “m’ (as sometimes 
happens) this will force a flat “a” 
in the second syllable and we shall 
have a sound like ker-maind.

If the vowel is 
neglected or carelessly used, the 
tone will be negative, flat, unmusical. 
. The vowel is the life of the word. 
Watch carefully all words begin- 
ning with a vowel. For example, 
such words as around, enough, 
imagine, obey, upright.

The Hamburg-American Line, rec- 
ognizing the added confidence which 
a passenger has in a uniformed por- 
ter, has equipped the men on its New 
York piers with heavy blue sweaters 
each of which has in white letters 
the word “porter.”

Hoboken Piers 


The fact that all ships of the 
United States Lines, with the excep- 
tion of the Leviathan, must dock at 
Hoboken, opposite New York, while 
all but one of the foreign steamship 
lines have pier space directly in New 
York, is being commented on repeat- 
edly by passengers. The Dollar Line, 
another American-flag transatlantic 
line, has a pier in Jersey City, while 
its foreign competitors are berthed 
on the Manhattan side of the river. 


Since this matter was mentioned 
in this column, it has been learned 
that the generaHy recognized taxi 
rate from mid-town hotels in New 
York to the Hoboken piers is $8. 
such a price is, of course, out of all 
proportion, either to the length of 
the,ride or the value of the service, 
but the tdxi men are at least honest 
enough, it appears, to specify their 
rates in advance, and the passenger 
must either pay them or cross in the 
Hudson tubes with their baggage. 
The need of New York pier space for 
American-flag ships is becoming in- 
creasingly apparent. 

New Grace Liner 

The new motorship, Santa Maria, 
first of two such vessels to be built 
by the Grace Line, reached New 
York last week and will enter serv- 
ice between that port and the west 
coast of South America by way of 
the Panama Canal.

The North German Lloyd Line has 
placed three ships in the Montreal- 
Bremen service, these being sma!l 
cargo carriers with accommodations 
for a few passengers. Two will pro- 
vide cabin class and the other third 
class space. 

With the transition to “daylight 
time” care should be exercised in the 
case of outgoing steamships at New 
York. Most of the lines show their 
departures in daylight time, but the 
North German Lloyd Line is consist- 
ent in maintaining standard time.

Speaker Will Tell Some of 
the Difficulties of Runic

COPENHAGEN—A unique honor 


has been bestowed upon the Danish 


natural scientist, Mme. Lis Jacob- 
sen, who has been invited to deliver 
a lecture in the Sorbonne. This is 
believed here to be the first time a 
woman has lectured there. 

A section for Scandinavian re- 
search was founded at the Sorbonne 
some years ago, and several Danish 
Natural scientists have been invited 
to lecture there, but universities 
generally on the Continent are very 
conservative as regards opening 
their doors to women, France per- 
haps more so than most other coun- 
tries. 

Mme. Lis Jacobsen has chosen for 
her subject the Viking Age and the 
runic inscriptions from that period, 
and her lecture bears the title “L’Age 
des Vikings, ou Danemark d’Appré3 
les Inscriptions Runiques.” 

Dr. Lis Jacobsen will describe 
some of the difficulties which the 
study of runic inscriptions presents, 
and she will in this connection also 
deal with the famous runic stones 
at Jellinge in Jutland, Den., the ac- 
cepted deciphering, or rather read- 
ing, of which inscription has re- 
cently been challenged. Should the 
ne¥ reading give way to the former, 
a chapter in Danish history will have 
to be revised and some famous patri- 
otic songs will be constderably out 
of touch with historical facts. 

Dr. Lis Jacobsen has recently been 
awarded the Brandt scholarship for 
“prominent women within art and 
science.”

A Word a Day 


Biscuit 

This is such a familiar word that 
we seldom stop to think of its origin 
or modern interpretation. To most 
of us a biscuit is a small round cake 
of fresh, light bread. 

The Latin bis means twice and cult 
is the French for cooked, taken from 
the Latin coctus, hence biscuit seems 
to mean twice cooked. 

The probable origin of this twice- 
cooked bread was the need of provid- 
ing the men who sailed on long 
voyages with bread which would re- 
main eatable during the long periods 
when no fresh foods would be avail- 
able. We have authority for believ- 
ing that this bread was sometimes 
cooked four times. 

Biscuit, or bisque, which is a cor- 
ruption of the former, is also a term 
for earthenware or porcelain which 
has undergone but one baking /re- 
liminary to glazing. 

Bis-cuit sounds like bis-kit, both 
i’s as in “it,” and the first one ac- 
cented. 

“One can occasionally buy Eng- 
lish-made biscuits in the United 
States.”

OHN CHAPMAN, more common- 
ly known as “Johnny Apple- 
seed,” was known to the early 
settlers in the middje West as a 
queer sort of fellow but one who did 
much good in planting little orchards 
in Ohio, Indiana and Michigan, so 
the early settlers could enjoy ap- 
ples. He was generally barefooted, 
wore odds and ends of clothing, 
sometimes a sack with holes for his 
head and arms. 

From 1810 to 1845 he was ever on 
the go, planting, tending and dis- 
tributing his seedlings He carried 
no weapons but a hoe and hatchet, 
had no fear of the native Indians 
and sometimes lived in their camps. 
He was kind-hearted, ate no meats, 
killed no game and would not even 
hurt a worm if he knew it. 

Many stories are told of his kind- 
ness to every living thing. On a cold 
winter’s night he made a fire near 
a hollow log, intending to crawl in 
it and spend the night. But on enter- 
ing the log, he was met with a growl: 
a bear had pre-empted it for his win- 
ter’s sleep, Johnny begged his par- 
don, made a fire in another spot and 
slept in the snow. 

His greatest humanitarian practice 
was, that every winter, he assembled 
all the stray horses he found along 
the highways, made them into droves 
of 15 or 20, and found a settler who 
would care for them during the win- 
ter. Then in the spring he would find 
homes for every one of them or sell 
them for enough to pay the settler 
for his care «f them.

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To What Purpose? 


IDE by side with the unifying efforts of the 
4) League of Nations there have been regional 
efforts in Europe directed toward the forma- 
tion of alliances. Some people look askance at 
these diplomatic combinations. They assert that 


the treaties which bind together particular | 


nations. are modeled on the old treaties of alli- 
ance which were in part responsible for the war 
Certainly, however, other factors exist today, and 
one may well hope that if the treaties have 
objectionable features, they nevertheless carrv 
their own correctives. 

The statesmen are beginning to realize how 
precarious are more or less accidental diplo- 
matic combinations based on common preju- 
dices, supposed interests, and an arbitrary clas- 
sification of countries into “friendly” countries 
and “hostile” countries. Already may be seen 
the laborious and elaborate post-war diplomacy, 
which has pursued its ancient way regardless 
of the new hope of the League of Nations, 
becoming entangled in its own complications. 
Almost every day brings its rumor of negotia- 
tions, secret or open, tending toward the estab- 
lishment of another partial pact. Each of these 
proposed pacts cancels cut an earlier pact. 
Doubtless most of the rumors have little sub- 
stance. Yet the general effect is to produce a 
crisscross of contradictory treaties. 

These observations are suggested by the 
recent diplomatic activities of Rome. To Rome 
have gone the representatives of half a dozen 
countries to discuss with Signor Mussolini the 
possibilities of treaties of alliance. Italy is begin- 
ning to play a great diplomatic role in Europe 


and is upsetting the calculations of those nations _ 


which imagined it was comparatively impotent. 
Italy has made a remarkable recovery, and the 
Fascist Government has caused Italy to be re- 
spected. No longer is the peninsula a negligible 
portion of the continent. Mussolini is taking into 
his hands the threads of diplomacy. Some of 
these threads had hitherto been held by France. 

Soon after the war the process of establishing 
special friendships was set in motion, a number 
of perfectly legitimate diplomatic arrangements 
being entered upon as intended to be purely 
defensive. But the.point is that they are neces- 
sarily precarious. When Italy found itself they 
immediately began to be called into question. 
Nobody can foresee the upshot of the activities 
that resulted. Nobody can foretell the final 
diplomatic crystallizations of Europe. It is quite 
unnecessary to assume that there will be imme- 
diate results. That, once more, is not the point. 
Let us dismiss the rumors, likely or unlikely, 
sensational or well founded. There still remains 
the simple fact that Europe is not, diplomati- 
cally speaking, fixed. There is flux and reflux. 
Therefore, what has been done by diplomatists 
can be undone by diplomatists. Combinations 
implying friendships and potential enmities can 
be replaced by other combinations. 

To what purpose, then, these diplomatic striv- 
ings? Each stroke is followed by a counter- 
stroke. Surely there is a better way. That is 
to avoid these combinations and counter-com- 
binations, which inevitably cancel each other, 
and to devote every energy to the improve- 
ment of the League of Nations as the common 
center to which should flow, and from which 
should flow, peaceful diplomatic influences. It 
it in no pessimistic mood that these fresh activi- 
ties of the old diplomacy are pointed out. While 
we cannot close our eyes to them, we believe 
that they are incidental, and that dominating 
them, and eventually directing them for Europe, 
is a League of Nations, or, to be more precise, 
the enlightened public opinion that will more 
and more express itself through the League. 


The Capture of Tsinan-fu 


MINCE the Manchus first established their 
-y authority in Peking there have been many 
movements out of the radical South to cap- 
ture that city. It has been the history of these 
movements that they reached the Yangtze Val- 
ley victoriously, only to suffer defeat when they 
sought to advance farther northward. The pres- 
ent Nationalist army seems, rather definiteiy, 
to have broken that disastrous precedent. With 
the capture of Tsinan-fu, the capital city of 
Shantung Province, the forces of Gen. Chiang 
Kai-shek, the Nationalist commander, and of 
Gen. Feng Yu-hsien, his ally, have come almost 
within striking distance of Peking. Whether 
Gen. Chang Tso-lin can rally his routed troops 
for an extended defense of the city remains to 
be seen. 

More than the military strategy of Chiang Kai- 
shek was involved in the fall of Tsinan-fu. Gen. 
Chang Tsun-chang, the military governor of 
Shantung Province, prepared the way for his 
own defeat. His repressive measures stored up 
a mass of hostility against a day of reckoning. 
His graft and extravagances made it impossible 
to pay his troops. From an army of 1,000,000 
men a year ago, his force dwindled to scarcely 
more than 50,000. The army, as well as the 
populace of the Province, appeared willing to 
welcome the invading Nationalists. 

The actual test of Nationalist strength, how- 
ever, is vet to come. This is true from more than 
the military point of view. Gen. Chang Tso-lin 
is still a major threat to the hopes of the south- 
erners. But there is another more serious threat. 
It remains to be seen whether, in victory, the 


Nationalists can maintain their unity against 
the danger of internal rivalry and dissension. 
The settlement of this issue lies between Get. 
Chiang Kai-shek and Gen. Feng Yu-hsien, From 
inactivity General Feng has emerged to take a 
major part in the present offensive. There are 


-reports that he proposes to press on, without 


seeking the counsel of Chiang, to the capture 
of Peking. Such a.move unquestionably would 
immediately dissipate the possibility of Nation- 
alist unity and place the country once again at 
the mercy of its contending war lords. Fengs 
co-operation seems to be necessary for the fur- 
ther suctess of the southern forces. If he fails 
now, as he has failed in the past, to subordinate 
his personal ambition, the drive that has carried 
the Nationalists out of the Yangtze Valley to 
the invasion of Shantung will have been a vain 
adventure. 


Who Pays the Freight? 


HOSE citizens of the United States who 

voted for Grover Cleveland for President 

may recall a Democratic candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor of New York State who 
attained some notoriety as an advertiser of his 
product under the headline, “Jones Pays the 
Freight.”” Whether the freight charges were 
actually included in the selling price of the 
article was a question that was not supposed 
to be raised, and it is possible that the buyer 
got his money’s worth in merchandise values 
plus the cost of transportation. 

Whether the producer, or the purchaser, of 
commodities pays the cost of transporting an 
article remains on unsettled problem. By one 
school of economists it is held that, since what 
is called “production” consists essentially in 
moving materials around so as to give them 
new forms possessing the quality of satisfaction 
for human needs, transportation is in reality a 
part of the producing process, and that freight 
charges are added to selling price in the same 
way that labor costs are included. On the other 
hand, it is contended that in many instances 
the producer must pay at least a part of the 
cost of getting his goods to market, and that 
under the status of presumed free competition 
the necessity for meeting the prices of more 
favorably situated rivals forces the producer to 
meet the cost of transportation. 

That the question is not merely academic but 
of immediate public interest is shown by the 
controversy over two issues of national impor- 
tance: the proposed St. Lawrence River ship 
canal improvement, and the demand by shipping 
interests of the United States for governmental 
subsidies. In both cases it is claimed that the 
reduction of freight rates on exported farm 
products which is expected to follow the adop- 
tion of these policies would inure to the farm- 
ers. There are, however, students of transpor- 
tation economics who assert that so long as the 
exported foodstuffs are sold in foreign markets 
in competition with similar products of other 
countries, lower freight charges would go almost 
entirely to benefit the foreign consumer. The 
right reading of the riddle may determine the 
action of the Congress on these two great issues. 


Chile, Brazil and Mr. Hughes 


HEN in his recent address before the 
V\ Society of International Law Charles E. 
Hughes characterized as “fantastic” the 
view held in some quarters that the United 
States is seeking to dominate Latin America, 
leading newspapers in both Chile and Brazil took 
occasion to comment on Mr. Hughes’s speech 
in terms that showed the Havana gathering, in 
spite of some adverse criticism, had not failed 
to improve the relations between the southern 
republics and the big brother of the North. 

It is true that El Mercurio, of Valparaiso, has 
not as yet entirely overcome the traditional 
belief held in some quarters that the United 
States was not acting in a wholly altruistic 
manner toward its southern neighbors, and 
there is just a hint of cautious waiting as regards 
the future when that newspaper says the Latin- 
American countries, having no intention of 
forming a bloc against the United States, will 
rather watch an inter-American feeling absorb 
the former doctrines of North America. But El 
Mercurio does pay its respects to Mr. Hughes 
when it says he ‘voiced a new concept of Pan- 
Americanism based on common interests with- 
out infringing on the rights of any nation in any 
matter in which it is sensitive of its sovereignty.” 

It is with no equivocation whatsoever that the 
Jornal do Brazil offers its congratulations to 
Mr. Hughes for what he told the members of 
the American Society for International Law 
about his country’s attitude toward Latin 
America. As chairman of the Havana delega- 
tion, Mr. Hughes had reserved his first official 
statement about that gathering for the society 
of which he is the president. For which reason 
it was followed with the keenest interest in the 
countries represented at Havana. In this con- 
nection the Jornal wrote in part: 

The ability of the United States delegation at the sixth 
Pan-American conference at Havana to avoid difficulties 
and re-establish the true sense of the North American 
doctrine of equilibrium and interdependence among 
nations was remarkable, 

And it adds that Mr. Hughes’s address at the 
law institute “rounds out its objective.” 

With Chilean opinion now much more willing 
than formerly to see a genuine friend in the 
United States, and Brazil outspokenly favorable 
to the United States policy of helpfulness where 
such is needed, Pan-Americanism need have no 
sense that it may lose its force and character, 
not only in the service of the western nations 
but also in the eyes of the world at large. And 
while the editorial in the Jornal do Brazil was 
intended mainly fof its particular reading circle, 
the concluding paragraph deserves a: wider cir- 
culation, for it says: ‘“Mr. Hughes’s words should 
be broadcast throughout the world for the con- 
fusion of the fomenters of intrigue.” 

Could anything be more to the point or 
reassuring? | 


Education and Money 


OME business men still claim that education 
should teach more about “making money.” 
Educators generally take an opposite stand 

and serenely pursue the teaching of the three 
“R’s” and the higher arts. Business men continue 
to make money. Education continues to get it. 
Last year private benefactions contributed 
$168,000,000 to institutions of higher educa- 
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of the Federal Bureau of Education. This 
amount is more than both the Government and 
students together contribute. The former 


appropriated $116,000,000 and the latter paid in 


$50,000,000. 

While education may try ostensibly to eschew 
business it is “big business” itself. Billion dol- 
lar corporations shrink into virtual insignifi- 
cance before the $2,335,000,000 invested in the 
975 institutions of higher learning. The build- 
ings are carried on the books at $1,000,000,000 
while the equipment represents $335,000,000. 
The other billion is invested in productive secu- 
rities largely given by the business men who 
want to be taught more about making money. 

The output of the higher education factory 
in the United States is about 100,000 graduates 
a year. Their contributions to the higher arts 
and sciences is invaluable. But another return 
is represented by increasing endowments and 
gifts made each year by those who seek 
monuments that are permanent and that func- 
tion for the welfare of humanity. Perhaps, 
after all, education as it is taught is a means to 
an end and not an end to a means.

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OW comes the announcement that there is 
| \ soon to be completed and opened to the 

public a chain of bridle paths extending 
north and south and traversing the State of 
Vermont via green hills, wooded valleys, across 
meandering brooks and skirting picturesque 
mountain lakes. With it comes an implied in- 
vitation to set forth upon a leisurely journey 
astride a friendly horse, than which there is no 
pleasanter companion. 

Vermont is not without modern highways 
adapted to the newest modes of travel. These 
afford easy access to town and country in all 
sections. But there are many persons who still 
choose to travel on horseback and thereby pro- 
ceed more leisurely where a picture worthy an 
artist is found at almost every turn. The 
present is a period of haste and hurry. The 
high-powered automobile appeals to most 
travelers because of the promise that it will 
cover vast distances quickly and easily.

mera symposium in Paris tried to dis-

cover an inclusively descriptive term for 


the present century—the Age of This or the 
Age of That. One symposiast suggested ‘‘Confu- 
sionism”; another, “Dilettanteism”’; another, 
“Modernism”; another, “Jazzism’’; another, 
“Babelism,” and so on through quite a list. 
Nobody, it appears, “hit the nail on the head”; 
but a sufficient reason for this fact, it appears 
also, is that there are too many nails. 

If it were worth the trouble, a large book could 
probably be made by collecting all that has so 
far been printed in books, magazines and news- 
papers in a like effort to describe and define 
the age in which we live. The effort has enlisted 
a good many contributors. Preceding ages seem 
to have been less concerned (though there have 
usually been critics to point out that things were 
going from bad to worse) with this business of 
self-examination. Possibly this is because earlier 
ages lacked the present number of printing 
presses, and people in general were not kept 
informed from day to day, and almost from hour 
to hour, of nearly everything that was going 
on anywhere. One symposiast in Paris offered 
“Mondialism,’’ meaning “world-wideness,”’ and 
at least hit upon this diffusion of information, 
not always accurate, as a characteristic. But 
this very diffusion increases the difficulty of 
brief and inclusive definition. The more we 
know about any age, present or past, the les- 
plausible is any single name for it. 

As Tennyson not so very long ago wrote: 


This fine old world of ours is but a child 
Yet in the go-cart. Patience! Give it time 
To learn its limbs: there is a hand that guides.

The Diary of a Political Pilgrim 


From a LoxpDoN CoRRESPONDENT IN ROME 


HERE is no city which presents in itself such an 

epitome of human history as Rome. Cairo, Bagdad, 

Athens, Delhi or the buried cities of the Orient tell 
the tale of ancient glories in their ruins. But no city— 
not even Jerusalem—has been the center and home of so 
many civilizations, has risen and fallen so often, as has 
Rome. And no one can walk among its buildings, old and 
new, without being forced inexorably to ponder over the 
cause of the rise and fall of states. 

Rome began because its low hills, situated in the midst 
of a fertile plain and served by a river navigable to the 
ocean, Offered an admirable site for those stockaded 
villages on the hilltop which was the ideal security craved 
hy the primitive peoples of western Italy some 800 years 
B. C. Constant wars with its neighbors built up that 
mixture of democracy and discipline and love of law in 
the Roman people which gradually enabled them to be- 
come the rulers of all Italv and later of most of the 
Mediterranean coasts as well. 

At length the Roman possessions became so extensive 
that the system of government of the old Roman Republic 
broke down and after a period of confusion the Empire 
took its place. This was the period of great building in and 
around Rome. The wealth of the civilized world poured 
into the laps of the Cwsars, who spent it recklessly on 
palaces, on themselves, on public buildings, and on baths 
and stadia for the entertainment of the cruel and pleasure- 
loving Roman mob. 

But the Empire contained within itself the seeds of its 
own decay. The inherent weakness of autocracy is that, 
however able the autocrats may be, the fiber of the people 
decays because they have no responsibility for public 
affairs. This is exactly what happened in Rome. The vast 
machinery of government became ever more rigid. Poor 
and vicious emperors seized or were invested with power. 
The Empire itself became divided between Constantinople 
and Rome. The vigor. and public sense of the people 
disappeared. 

The process was hastened by the advent of Christianity, 
which undermined the old religion of Rome and substi- 
tuted “other worldly” values for the pagan enthusiasm 
for “the kingdoms of this world.” The final blow was given 
by the inroads of the fierce and hardv’ northern bar- 
barians who despised and easily overthrew the effete 
Romans and who repeatedly occupied and sacked the 
citv. At one moment Rome itself was entirely depopulated, 
not a single inhabitant remaining among those half-ruined 
temples and palaces which still stand in the Forum. 

But if organized Christianitv helped to overthrow the 
oll Rome it also rebuilt it. The bishop of Rome gradu- 
ally asserted his pre-eminence among the other bishops of 
the Christian Church. With the disappearance of the 
Empire north of the Alps, he secured for his office the 
authoritv which attached to the Roman name. The 
medieval papacy stepped forth to seize the overlordship 
of the world, and to be the arbiter of disputes between 
emperors and kings as the head of that which claimed to 
be the universal Cathohe Church. 
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For a time it seemed as if, first, continuous scandals and 
faction fights in Rome itself, and later, the Reformation 
and the Renaissance, would destroy the papacy, as the 
earlier Icmpire had been destroyed. For many decades 
nothing but the name of Rome kept its prestige alive 


amidst the wreckage of an ancient city which none 
seemed able to pacify or rebuild. But the counter-refor- 
mation gave the papacy fresh vigor, the scandals lessened, 
and a number of famous popes followed the example of 
the earlier emiperors and employed the matchless artists 
of the Renaissance to beautify. and embellish the “eternal 
city,” and so make it the indisputable center of the 
Roman Catholic world. 

It was during this period that half the great churches 
in their modern form were built, notably St. Peter's, with 
its wonderful dome designed by Michelangelo, and the 
extraordinary and beautiful colonnade with which it seems 
to embrace all who approach it within its encircling arms. 
A second Rome thus grew up upon the ruins of the first, 
a Rome of churches and private palaces in place of 
temples and public buildings, claiming also dominion over 
the greater part of the civilized world. 
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But there was to be yet a third Rome. The Reformation 
and the Renaissance led to the growth of democracy and 
nationality. One of the impediments to Italian untiy was 
the fact that northern Italy was part of the Hapsburg 
Empire. The other impediment was that the papal states 
were owned and governed as his temporal domain by the 
Pope. Garibaldi, Mazzini and Cavour drove the Austrians 
out of Italy, confined the Pope to the Vatican, and made 
Rome the capital of the Italian Nation some sixty years ago 

So today we can see yet another city in course of 
construction. It is not the old city of marble temples 
and imperial palaces and popular colosseums. Nor 1s it 
a city of churches and the palazzos of the great families. 
It is a modern commercial city with office buildings and 
hotels and modern memorials, such as the portentous 
white marble structure at the end of the Corso which 
commemorates the birth of the Italian Nation. It is a 
city of government buildings and motors and railways 
and of suburbs growing out in every direction. 

Each of these Romes has been the outward and visible 
expression of the “civilization” of those who inhabited 
it. As the civilization changed, so did its externalization. 
The pagan city gave place to the Roman Catholic, the 
Roman Catholic to the modern, the product of nationality, 
democracy, and natural science. As one wanders among 
all these records of the past and of the present, some 
beautiful, all interesting, one cannot help wondering what 
is going to be the fate of the present-day cities and of 
todays confident and much vaunted civilization. 
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Do these modern cities rest solely on a desperate search 
for wealth and pleasure and excitement? Are their ideals 
too much of the market place, rather than of the spirit? 
If so, they will become homes of a selfish nationalism 
which repeatedly in the last 200 years has broken out in 
war and destruction. They embody also, of course, like 
their predecessors, many fine qualities, public sentiment, 
brotherly love, zeal for truth, for if they did not they 
would never have come into being at all. 

But if they are to survive, if they are not to go the 
way of their predecessors and be replaced by new cities, 
expressive of new and still unfamiliar ways of thought, 
the moral law will have progressively to triumph over 
the material and ecclesiastical codes, and more and more 
of their peoples will have to reflect those qualities of 
honesty, mercy, Justice, and a universal love for humanity, 
upon which the true city of God is founded. :

Man-Made Disasters 
HE dailies come out in big black headlines. The front 
page is covered with the details of some calamity like 
a flood or a fire or an earthquake or a mine cave-in. And 
it is a disaster. ... 

But the disasters caused by war are all created know- 
ingly by human beings, who are the causes, and the extent 
of the disasters caused by war is so much greater than 
the disasters caused by what we call nature that there is 
no comparison worth mentioning, so far as the net loss 
is concerned. 

Beginning with the Johnstown flood in 1889 and coming 
down to the recent bursting of the St. Francis dam into 
the San Francisco canyon and including the great floods 
in China, the number of lives lost is computed at a total 
of 1,050,000, Counting up all losses of property from these 
floods is an impossible task. Counting up all the losses in 
the last thirty-nine years from fire, flood, earthquake, and 
every other disaster, suppose we give as a reasonable 
amount, 2,000,000 lives and property worth $1,000,000,000. 

But within four short years the Great War took a toll 
of more than 10,000,000 young men, and as many more 
crippled. And the Church Peace Union has just announced 
as an estimate of property losses sustained by all the 
nations to be $200,000,000,000 !—Christian Herald.
